As yet no reply or expression of the 
American Government’s views on’ the 
allied tentative Turkish proposals has 
been forwarded to the Allies’ by the 
State Department, but President Wilson 
has been giving close attention to the 
various elements involved in the.

‘WIERINGEN, March 16. <The German 
ex-Crown Prince was interviewed again 
today by Tur New York TIMEs corre- 
spondént. He refused to discuss the po- 
litical situation in Germany, shrugging 
his shoulders and pretending to know 
nothing. 

He expressed an ardent desire to re- 
turn ‘to the Fatherland as soon as pos- 
sible, to live the life of an ordinary 
citizen. He stated his opinion that his 
father would stay at Doorn, “* the pret- 
tiest part of Holland,”’ as the Allies 
had taken steps so that he should not 
return to Germany. 

‘*As for. me,”’ he continued, ‘“‘I will 
return to. live ‘simply as a private man. 
I get very homesick sometimes for my 
country, which I have not seen for two 
years.”* 

Referring to the intention of the Allies 
to try German war criminals and to the 
accusations against himself he said: 

“The facts have been exaggerated. 
For — I only passed over Belgium 
and had my headquarters at Charle- 
ville, France, on the Meuse, near the 
frontier. I was always on the best of 
terms ‘with the inhabitants. I received 
a small paper from Charleville the last 
few days. It’s amusing to see how facts 
are exaggerated. The Entente demands 
criminals to satisfy public opinion and 
produce a moral effect.’ 

Speaking of the devastation of North- 
ern France, the ex-Crown Prince said: 

‘*It was thé English ‘who fired at 
grecgthins with their new guns. I saw 
it myself.. I recently saw phot aphs 
of this region and am surprised that so 
little pro; ae has been made with re- 
constructio' If it had been Germany 
pir natu Sengy would have been - rebuilt 
long ago. For instance, in Silesia, 
where there was much devastation, it is 
almost: rebuilt. °I am surprised things 
are so ‘slow. It is lack of organization, 
which, however, is not lacking in Ger- 
many.’ 

I learn that a special courier, often one 
of the ex-Crown Prince's friends, ar- 
rives every week from. Berlin. Lately 
the Prince has been so bo with life 
— he has spent much of ‘his time in 
bed.

‘Commissioner of Accounts David 
Hirshfield followed his attack on the 
administration of the Bronx Zoo with an 
announcement yesterday that he would 
undertake an immediate investigation of 
private societies, such as public lHbra- 
ries, museums and the like, supported by 
city money; Mr. Hirshfield said the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the. Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History and the 
New York Public Library were included 
within the scope of his announcement, 
but that his investigation would be in 
the nature of an examination, into their 
economic and business administrations 
with a view to determining whether some 
of the taxpayers’ money could be saved. 
He said-he had’ no intention of interfer- 
ing with the scientific or cultural con- 
duct of these or other institutions, which 
were being conducted by men who, 
through years of study and training, 
had acquired knowledge of their special- 
ties: which he never could hope to pos- 
sess. 

Mr. Hirshfield said further that he Rad 
no malice against any of the institutions, 
that he was not playing politics and 
that he thought their managements 
should weicome his examination since it 
might serve as a basis for suggestions 
looking toward greater efficiency. 

Asked specifically if he had any evi- 
dence reflecting upon the conduct of the 
Metropolitan, the American: Muséum or 
the library--the three most important 


institutions of their kind in America— 
Mr. Hirshfield said all sorts of informa- 
tion came to his office from all sorts of 
people, some of them disgruntled, some 
with queer ideas and some with grudges, 
and that it would not be fair to de- 
scribe any complaints which might be 
in his possession as. ** evidence ’’ in ad- 
ere of a fair and impartial investiga- 
on.

Chairman Butler ‘Holds Completion 
’ of 1916 ‘Program Wilt Provide 
Navy" Matching Any. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON)? March 16.—The House 
Naval Affairs Committee agreed today 
“on the terms of the Naval Appropriation 
bill, which, according to Representative 
Thomas. 8S. Butler, Ghairman, provides 
for the creation of a navy equal in fight- 
ing strength and value to any of t 
world. The bill carri¢s an appropriation 
of $425,290,574, against final estimates 
submitted by Secretary Daniels for 
$558,290,574, or two and a half times as 
much as has been provided for the navy 
in any one year in ordinary peace times. 

In expectation of the ratification of 
the pedce treaty with the League of 
Nations covenant included, or the .adop- 
tion. by the world powers of a disarm- 
ament policy, the bill makes no plan for 
any new building program, but author- 
izes the completion of the unfinished, 
1916 program. 

The world powers, except Japan, have 
not: authorized any new fighting ships 
since the armistice, as they have fol-. 
lowed the policy adopted by this coun- 
try of only completing naval programs 
already authorized. For the rext fiscal 
year the bill provides an expenditure of 
$104,000,000 on the building program. 

“Tf the building plan authorized in 
this bill is carried out, the United States 
in 1924 will have a navy equal -.in 
strength and value-te any navy in the 
world,’’ said Representative Butler. 
‘‘ The building program of all countries, 
except Japan, has been stopped. Noth- 
ing in the way of new work is being 
done. 

‘In 1924 the United States will have 
47 battleships in the first and second 
line, 28 of which will be in the first 
line. ‘ England will have 60, but many 
of these are old and therefore their 
fighting value will not ‘exceed tHe: 
American Navy. In 1927 Japan will 
have 12 first-class fighting craft. Of 
the new ships in the 1916 building pro- 
gram six are battle cruisers, with 180,-. 
000 horsepower and a speed of 33 knots, 
These will carry the largest guns in the 
world. 

‘“‘If the navy programs of the world 
are stopped ds a result of the League 
of Nations program or any agreement 
between. the nations, there “will be “108 
battleships for all the Governments. 

“* The authorization is for 190,000 men 
and the navy has been able to enlist 
only 101,000, and everything must be

BETTER LATE THAN NEVER. 

The House of Representatives has at 
last passed the bill authorizing the 
Grain Corporation to sell’ 5,000,000 
barrels of surplus flour to Poland, 
Austria and Armenia.

Income tax receipts, both Federal’ and 
State, as indicated by. payments received 
up to midnight Monday, the limit of time 
under the law for making initial pay- 
ments, will be much lower this year than 
expected, officials said yesterday. The 
Federal tax, Collector William H. Ed- 
wards. said; would .be “rather disap- 
pointing.” While State officials were re- 
luctant to. discuss the probable totals: be- 
cause. of the confusion resulting from re- 
cent: decisions and rulings, it was said 
that the decision on ‘non-resident exemp- 
tions, the stock dividend decision and the 
proposal to change the law so as to ex- 
empt the pay of service men would .-re- 
sult ‘in a great’ Joss to.the State. 
‘Mr. Edwards said that he: could not 
give out any figures on the exact re- 
ceipts from income because the policy of 
the: department ‘was to tabulate the fig- 
ures from all over the country and make 
a general statement covering the entire 
country. ‘‘I will, however, say,’’ Mr. 
Edwards went on, “that, in my opin- 
ion, after what I-have seen of the larger 
returns coming through this office, the 
amount of money received will be rather 
disappointing: ore individual returns 
have: been filed than there were last 
year, but it must be remembered that 
the rate is 4 and 8 per cent. this year, 
instead of 6 and 12 per cent., as it was 
last year. In other words, the normal 
tax has been reduced one-third. The 
slump in the market the latter part of 
last year. caused tremendots losses, 
which, of course, are deductible for in- 
come tax purposes. There are many 
other reasons that would cause marked 
decreases. The. stock bs yam decision, 
for example, is one of
